TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, 
in the County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs. You are hereby notified to meet 
at the Town House in said Town, on Tuesday the 12th 
day of March, 1929, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose by ballot and major vote, a Treas- 
urer, a Tax Collector, a Clerk, one or more not ex- 
ceeding three Highway Agents, two Auditors, one 
Selectman for three years, two Library Trustees for 
three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three 
years and such other Officers and Agents as the voters 
may deem necessary. 

2. To raise and appropriate such sums of Money, 
as may be necessary to Repair Highways and Bridges 
in said Town. For the Support of the Poor in said 
Town and for the Public Library in said Town. 

3. To see what sums of money the Town will, 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid Mainte- 
nance, for Trunk Line Maintenance, for the Mainte- 
nance of the Ossipee Mountain Trunk Line Road, for 
Trunk Line Construction, for Trunk Line Reconstruc- 
tion. | 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate Three Hundred and Sixty Three Dollars 
($3863) for Electric Lights near Center Harbor Vil- 
lage, Greene’s Corner, Moultonboro Corner, Holland 
St. and Goss Corner, all in Moultonboro. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of Money necessary to secure State 
Aid for the suppression of White Pine Blister Rust, 
such sum to be treated in the manner as a joint State 
and Town Fund. 

6. To see what action the Town will vote to take 
in the matter of allowing a discount on Taxes paid be- 
fore a certain date.

7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire Money in anticipation of Taxes. 

8. To see what sum of Money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Laconia Hospital. 

9. To see what sum of Money the Town will 
raise and appropriate to Plough the Snow through the 
Town. 

10. To see what action the Town will vote to 
take in regard to Building a Public Library and raise 
and appropriate Money for same. 

11. To see if the town will raise Twenty-Five 
Hundred Dollars ($2500), toward the Construction 
of the Trunk Line Road and authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow from the State (agreeably to House Bill 
No. 310), the balance necessary to complete this 
Trunk Line. 

12. To see what action the Town will vote to 
take to repair School House Bill on Moultonboro Neck. 

13. To see what action the Town will vote to 
take in having the extra’ Eight Hundred Dollars 
($800) for the east part of the Town laid out as a 
Permanent Improvement beginning on the Mountain 
Road at Martha Lamprey Corner. 

14. To see if the Town will vote a small sum of 
Money to repair the Road at Alpine Park. 

15. To see what action the Town will vote to 
take in having a water supply to protect the Village 
in case of fire. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to pay two Dollars ($2.00) for every 
one raised by subscription for repairs on the Town 
Highway.

To the Citizens of Moultonboro: 


There were 120 different pupils registered in the 
schools in the year of 1927-1928. The Tables below 
give the attendance record of each pupil. Both rooms 
at Center Harbor are given, although only the Prim- 
ary room is supported by Moultonboro. This detailed 
report may seem a useless expense but really has been 
a great value in securing a marked improvement in 
the attitude of parents, teachers, and pupils. 

All citizens of the town who take pains to show the 
pupils their approval of excellent attendance, and who 
as carefully avoid condemning irregularities, are very 
helpful in securing better traditions. 

Graduates from Moultonboro are doing well in the 
secondary schools. 

This year, 1928-1929, the Greene Corner School was 
opened again, making necessary another teacher and 
extra expense for seats, supplies, etc. 

Owing to the shortage of funds, we have been almost 
too conservative in our supplies to the schools. Several 
new sets of text-books are needed, reference books, 
maps, etc. Modern seats are needed in the Ambrose 
School. 

There are 244 School Districts in New Hampshire. 
In these Districts, the cost for current maintenance 
per One Thousand Dollars of equalized valuation 
ranges from No. 1 at $3.48 to No. 244 at $22.27. No. 
122 is $10.02. Moultonboro is No. 39 with $6.66.
